Some of the Clear Presentations of 


the Issues as Uttered by Wilson 


on His Trip. 


Governor Woodrow Wilson made a 


western trip last week. 
At Kansas 


Git}' he was introduced to an immense 
audience by Speaker Champ 
Clark, 


who won a 15 minutes' cheer by mere- 
ly announcing: "Without further ado 
L will present to you the twenty-sev- 
enth President of the United States." 


Governor Wilson among other things 


said: 


"I understand from the press reports 


that Mr. Roosevelt was distressed by 
my suggestion the otner day that the 
United States Steel Corporation was 
back of his plan for controlling the 
Trusts. He interpreted my remark to 
mean that they were supporting lu'm 
with their money. I was not thinking 
about money. I do not know whether 
tney are supporting him witn their 
money or not; that does not make any 
difference. 


"What I meant was. they are sup- 


porting him with their thought, and 
their thought is not our thought. I 
meant, and 1 say again, that the kind 


he proposes is the 
" 
of control which 
kind of control which the United 
States Steel Corporation wants. I am 
perfectly willing to admit that they 
think it is best for the country. My 
point is that this is a method conceiv- 
ed from the point of view of the very 
men who are to be controlled, and that 
that is just u.e wrong point of view 
from which to conceive it." 


"I for one," said Wilson at another 


city, "deny that the program of the 
third party Is a progressive platform. 
IMlnd you, it is a philanthropic plat- 
form: they want to do all sorts of 
things for the working people, or for 
the over-worked women and, for the 
children who ought not to work at all, 
.. 


but that program of philanthropy is i motives: 'tney may 7hink""th'ey"are 


baling with one another, and as nearly 
as 1 could make out, it was this' 
Which of the two had been more im- 
plicated in the things wnich had dis- 
credited the Republican parly, and 
then J asked myselt what was it that 
had discredited or at any rate threat- 
ened to discredit the great party which 
has so long governed this country, and 
it was perfectly obvious that the gen- 
tlemen were debating which of them 
had been the more subject of those in- 
fluences which we are now aware have' 
created 
most of the 
complications 


which we wish to correct in our eco- 
nomic development. 


"The men who have promoted the 


great combinations of capital and the 
widespread 
understandings amongst 


those who are conducting the industry 
of this country, which have dominated 
not only our business but our politics, 
are the men whose connections with 
the two candidates were being most 
debated. They are being debated yet 
in the investigation which is going on 
under the chairmanship of Mr. Clapp, 
of the' Senate Committee in Washing- 
ton so that, underneath, lies this feel- 
irg, that certain 
privileged groups 


have dominated the Government of 
America, otherwise why should they 
be arguing which had the more inti- 
mated connection with the system? 


•'For these gentlemen are not dis- 


connected with one another. They are 
connected with various branches of 
the privileged classes in this country 
and they are so interested in the di- 
rectorates of banks and railroads and 
mining companies and manufacturing 
enterprises and 
commercial houses 


that they constitute a single control- 
ling body. There are some men among 
them Avho are members of at least 60 
Boards of Directors of the most im- 
portant undertakings in the country, 
and the gentlemen, about 30, I believe, 
who constitute the directors of the 
United States Steel Corporation, are so 
connected, by being presidents or vice 
presidents or directors in the railroad 
corporations of this country, that they 
control 55 per cent, of the railways of 
the United States. These are the gen- 
tlemen who are now backing the pro- 
gram of the leader of the third party. 
.Mark you, I am not impeaching their 


not a progressive platform until, and 
unless, they set the Government free 
from the special interests that have 
controlled it.'' 


"I believe with the Democratic plat- 


form,'' he said at another point, "that 
private monopoly is indefensible and 
intolerable; and if I become President 
of the United States, I will do every- 
thing in my power to destroy monopo- 
3v.

tion and mere regulation, for I know- 
that there are ways of breaking up 
mononpoly, a better choice from mere- 
ly being over-ridden by them and con- 
trolling them by regulation."

life and death," Without mentioning 
Colonel Roosevelt by name, he refef~- 
red to the "comparison which the Bull 
Moose delights in making 
himself and Lincoln."

"When gentlemen proposing to legal- 


ize monopoly," went on the Governor, 
"profess to speak in the name of Lin- 
coln it is as if those who have intend- 
ed to perpetuate human slavery should 
have dared to speak in the name of the 
great emancipator. We are going to 
repudiate this slavery just as "emphati- 
cally as we repudiated the other, and 
we are not goiqng to look to the gentle 
men who establish that slavery in or- 
der to accomplish our liberty." 


"We know the voice; the voice is the 


voice of Esau, though the touch may 
be the touch of Jacob. But we are not 
going to be touched 
We have grown 


a little too familiar with the recent ec- 
centric orbit of the gentleman who is 
now trying to swing into the course 
of the people to be misled. We are not 
gazers upon an empty heaven, for we 
know where the fixed constellations 
are. and we are going to follow the old 
stars of liberty "'

Fall Planting of Trees. 


State Zoologist H. A. Surface re- 


ceives many inquiries at his office in 
Harrisburg. concerning the fall plant- 
ing of trees. 
'J o these be has replied 


as follows: 


•1 have had opportunity to examine 


one thousand apple and peach trees 
planted last fall, and several thou- 
sand planted this spring, and must 
say that there was a far larger, per- 
centage of the fall planted trees alive 
and growing during the summer than 
of the spring planted trees. This ap- 
plies to both peach and apple. 
In 


planting trees in the fall I recommend 
{hat the earth be tramped very firmly 
about their roots when it is neither 
wet enough to cake, nor so dry as to 
fail to cohere slightly. 
Set the tree 


two or three inches deeper than it 
grew in the nursery; tramp the earth 
firmly about its roots: and after this 
is tramped fill in the earth about the 
trunk until it is covered to a height 
of six inches abcve the level of the 
ground. This mounding of tne trunk 
of the tree helps to protect it from 
njuries by mice as well as from win- 
ter freezing, and is also of special val-

All the branches should be cut back 


to some extent, or about half their 
length. It is not necessary to prune 
carefully to an outev bud as would be 
done in the spring, as there is liable 
to be some drying and dying back and 
even freezing during the winter. 
In 


the spring when The buds are swelling 
the trees should be pruned again more 
carefully, cutting back half of the re- 
mainder of the toy. At least a partial 
pruning at the time of fall setting pre- 
vents drying of the twigs, and makes 
it impossible for a heavy load of sleet 
or ice to accumulate on the branches 
and thus break them." 


I recommed planting a few trees of 


different good varieties selected for 
iiome use. but I do not recommed fur- 
ther extensive commercial planting at 
present. A great many recently plant- 
ed young orchards are sure to prove 
disastrous failures. What we need ir 
this country is better care of the trees 
that we have rather than the reck- 
less planting of so many more.

Status of a Road Bond Issue. 


Ten States nave adopted compre- 


hensive road building programs in the 
last three years and -within the next 
twelve months a dozen more will have 
committed themselves to definite plans 
for highway improvements. The Unit- 
ed States government is assisting the 
general movement by construction ol 
model roads on its reservations and 
by experimental work to determine 
the best wearing materials and means 
of keeping roads in order and free 
from dust- In some States, notably 
New York and Massachusetts tlie road 
building programs are about to be en- 
larged, and in Ohio and Virginia the 
rebuilding of numerous highways is 


on a systematic 
similar to those 


now being made by the Pennsylvania 
State Highway Department being now 
under way. 


Pennsylvania has a road building 


program for the first time, the Legis- 
lature of 1011 having enacted a plan 
which had been demanded for years 
by taxpayers, farmers, land owners, 
ecoriomic students, members of the! 
State orange, autoin obi lists, and otb-'i 
ers. This jirogram was inaugurated' 
through an appropriation of S?..flOO.OOO 
for road building purposes in 1011. but 
to carry it out it is projiosed to amend 
the constitution so as to permit is^u-; 
anc* of bonds for road construction.!
